Dam report postponed 
until Nov. 24 meeting 


The County Water Agency directors 
on Tuesday continued to their Nov. 
24 meeting a report by Consultant 
Robert M 
Edmonston and other 
county officials on the U.S. Bureau 
of Reclamation’s report on status of 
the 
Lompoc 
Dam 
feasibility 
investigation. 


Edmonston said that further talks 
are necessary with bureau officials 
before a report can be drawn up. 
Also involved in the talks are Water 
Agency counsel Susan Trescher and 
County 
Public 
Works 
Director 
Norman Caldwell. 


Bureau authorities recently told 
the agency that Army Corps of 
Engineers findings were against 
including

if flood control

Egypt's Sadat 
in tough speech 


By United Press International 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 
vowed today the United States “ will 
not intimidate us even if it gives 
every person in Israel a tank.” 


Sadat, in speeches printed in Cairo 
newspapers, said “ We shall not 
surrender or yield eyen a handful of 
dust from Arab soil.” The Arab 
nations, he added, would regain all 
lands lost in the 1967 war. It was his 
toughest 
anti-American 
speech 
since he became president Oct. 17. 


In Amman, two clashes between 
Arab guerrillas and Jordanian army 
forces resulted in the death of two 
men Tuesday night. A sniper opened 
fire on an army brigadier's car 200 
yards 
from 
the 
Intercontinental 
Hotel, eyewitnesses said, killing the 
driver. Moments later army troops 
stopped a guerrilla jeep and fighting 
started. One person was killed. 
The incidents came only hours 
after the head of the Arab League 
peacekeeping committee. Tunisian 
Prime 
Minister 
Bahi 
Ladgham. 
forecast a quick return to normal 
for Jordan torn by civil war. 
At the United Nations, the Middle 
East debate continued with Israel 
due to take the rostrum today. 
State officials surveying

Ames Research Center 
to be axed, Tunney says 


THE PILOT of this Cessna 150 walked away 
unscathed last night after an emergency landing in 
the middle of Lompoc-Casmalia Road, west of 
Vandenberg Village. John Thibideau of 234 N. C St., 
Lompoc, told California Highway Patrol officers he 
was circling at 2,000 feet north of the Village, when 
the plane's single engine died. Thibideau tried 
unsuccessfully to restart it as he lost altitude and then 
began to search fpr a landing spot. He managed to 


maintain his glide to clear some Village homes and 
then touched down in the roadway. Officers said the 
plane ran out of gas. It was not damaged. The 
emergency occurred shortly before 9:30 p.m., a 
quarter mile west of the Village. Traffic was light, but 
a large crowd of spectators gathered. Thibideau 
pushed the plane into the center divider and later 
after refueling and with the aid of CHP officers who 
blocked off oncoming cars, took off again.

-The 
Nixon administration has approved 
“ secret plans” to shut down the 
national 
space 
agency's 
Ames 
Research Center at Sunnyvale, Rep. 
John V. Tunney asserted today. 
The Democratic candidate for the 
U.S. Senate noted that the facility 
employs about 3,000 persons and 
contended that “ of course, the ax 
won't fall until after the election.” 
Tunney made the assertion in 
speeches 
prepared 
for 
delivery 
during a campaign swing through 
Sacramento, 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Peninsula and San Jose. 
“ The White House has approved 
secret plans to close NASA's famed 
Ames 
Research 
Center 
in 
Sunnyvale,” Tunney said. 
In 
response 
to 
newsmen's 
questions, Tunney said he learned of 
the plan from his legislative aide in 
his Washington office. 
“ My information comes from my 
Washington office which has been in 
contact with people in NASA,” he 
said. “ We’ve checked and double­ 
checked on it. We have many friends 
in NASA.” 
Tunney charged that his opponent, 
Republican Sen. George Murphy, 
“ has said or done nothing about” the 
proposed closure and has gone 
“ along with the administration's 
d isa stro u s 
p o lic ie s 
of 
unemployment, 
recession 
and 
inflation.” 
“ What’s additionally shocking in 
the situation hj the- tact that the 
administration is willing to cover up 
its plans to shut down Ames,” 
Tunney said. “ It's willing to play 
politics with the lives of 3,000 men 
and women and not tell them of the 
shutdown simply to protect Murphy 
from criticism.” 
Tunney 
told 
newsmen 
the 
administration would announce the 
closure of the Ames plant after next 
Tuesday's election and “ before the 
end of the year."

odd years, both of them were 
directed against the state interests

Soviets did not consider the Army 
plane was on a spy mission. 
(U.S. State Department officials 
acknowledged in Washington that 
there had been at least 10 violations 
ot Soviet air space in the past three 
years, as charged by the Soviet 
Union in a protest note on Monday. 
But they said most involved U. S. 
civilian aircraft and all appeared to 
be accidental. Moscow claimed the 
violations were “ openly hostile to 
the Soviet Union” and resulted from 
increased U. S. activities at bases 
along the Soviet borders.

Russian students hijack 
airliner to Turkey 


T u r k e y 
( U P I ) 
—Two 
Russian students who said 
they could “no longer live in 
the stranglehold regime ” of 
the Soviet Union hijacked a 
Soviet airliner to Turkey 
Tuesday. It was the second 
successful 
seizure 
of 
a 
Russian plane in 12 days. 
Turkish authorities today 
questioned 
the 
students, 
who asked for asylum in 
Turkey. 
One 
report 
said 
pilot 
.Alexander Menchekov. 50. 
told Turkish authorities the 
hijackers threw a bag over 
his head and threatened to 
strangle him unless he flew 
to Turkey. 
T h e 
tw i n - e n g i n e . 
Czechoslovak-made airliner 
was en route to the Soviet 
Crimean Peninsula port of

We are indebted to our old 
friend, Gordon Keel of Van- 
c o u v e r , B.C., for today’s 
hand. 
Gordon sat West, doubled 
four spades and proceeded to 
lead king, ace and a third 
club. East trumped with the 
ace and at this point the de­ 
clarer, Prof. Nathan Divin- 
sky of the University of Brit­ 
ish Columbia, made a play 


that Gordon considers one of 
the most unusual ever made 
at the card table. 
The professor underruffed! 
We go along with Gordon in 
admiring that play. Bridge 
literature is full of exam ples 
of players making contracts 
by underruffing as the start 
of coups or by ruffing win­ 
ners. Invariably, these coups 
are against the man to their 
right. Dr. Divinsky’s coup 
was against the man to his 
left in an effort to hold his 
loss to one trick. 
His r e a s o n i n g was that 
E ast’s ruff with the ace had 
clearly indicated a singleton 
trump. That left G o r d o n 
with two trump tricks unless 
a coup could be developed. 
E ast led the q u e e n of 
hearts. South won in dummy 
and ruffed a club. Then he 
cashed one high trump to 
make sure that East really 
didn’t have another spade. 
Next cam e the ace of dia­ 
monds, a diamond to the 
king and a diamond ruff. 
Then the doctor cashed his 
ace of hearts and led a low 
spade to end-play Gordon 
and hold the set to one trick. 
Of course, no one had com ­ 
pelled S o u t h to bid four 
spades but we can’t criticize 
that slight overbid. We have 
overbid more than that on 
many occasions.

On Strength 
And Finesse 
NEW YORK—(NEA)—'The low esteem, economically and 
artistically, with which women tennis players specifically 
and women athletes in general are held in America has its 
basis in the American way of life. 
That is what U.S. tennis star Rosemary Casals believes. 
“Americans are conditioned to love power,” she said. 
“They don’t understand that a dropshot or a half-volley 
takes more skill than a hard serve. They have te be edu­ 
cated.” 
Her view brought various opinions from four persons in 
different professional areas who are attuned to sports in 
America. They are Dr. Paul Weiss, Catholic University 
philosophy professor and author of “Sport: A Philosophic 
Inquiry” ; Dr. Deborah Sharpe, psychologist who has de­ 
signed the color schemes for such places as the Laurel 
(Md.) race track; Bill Veeck, former owner of several big- 
league baseball teams and currently president of Suffolk 
Downs Race Track (Mass.), and Bob Cousy, former star 
guard of the Boston Celtics and now coach of the Cincin­ 
nati Royals. 
“I don’t think Rosemary Casal’s stand is altogether 
sound,” said Dr. Weiss. “If it were, pure power sports like 
weight-lifting and karate would be more important in 
America. They aren’t. 
“Boxing and football are of interest. Both are associated 
with brute power, yet both must have a lot of finesse. 
“For example, Sugar Ray Robinson was a magnificent 
boxer and his skills were widely appreciated. But someone 
like Primo Camera—no one thought much of him. 
“And football is admired as much or more for its sub­ 
tlety than for its bruisers. The quarterback is the focal 
point of football. If we just concentrated on power, then 
the center or somebody like that would be the most popular 
man. But everyone knows the quarterback of the New York 
Jets is Joe Namath. Who knows the name of their center?” 
Bill Veeck disagrees: “Americans have a greater pro­ 
pensity for the big belter. It’s true that home-run hitters 
drive Cadillacs and singles hitters drive Fords. Why is 
Dempsey, the great puncher, a national idol and Tunney, 
the guy who beat him twice, and the great boxer, so much 
less known? 
“O.K., take football. Who do you remember? Jim Brown, 
the powerful running back. And nowadays defensive line­ 
men are becoming the darlings of the fans. They go around 
scrunching people.” 
Dr. Sharpe added, “Finesse means nothing to Americans. 
It’s winning that counts, and how you get there is of little 
importance. We say we like the underdog, but that’s a big 
fallacy. We want a winner. Last year, for example, Tom 
Seaver was the hero of the New York Mets, who were un­ 
derdogs and won the World Series. This year he ran into 
trouble and got booed. 
“You lose with grace and style and nobody gives a damn. 
They don’t give ‘A’ for style. You lost and you’re lost.” 
Bob Cousy, perhaps the epitome of finesse in basketball 
play: “Americans prefer the home run in baseball, the 
bomb in football, the big serve in tennis. Oh, students of 
the game enjoy finesse, but the layman wants power.” 
Possibly that accounts for the growing interest in profes­ 
sional basketball, which Cousy says has changed in the 
last 10 years from a game of style to one of power. 
“Basketball has become a game of strength, so in that 
sense what Rosemary Casals says is true. But it wasn’t 
that way a decade ago. The players today find it unneces­ 
sary to do all that ballhandling, dribbling and setting up 
plays. They take the path of least resistance. Why make 
six passes for a basket when you can power your way over 
a defender to score? 
“This is what bugs me about the game now.

flames. But once it started

students and other young 
people have questioned a lot 
ot other things. And they 
have come to question the 
whole society their elders 
have created. " 
Lundborg was asked how 
he proposed to cool 
the 
flames that he said “ could 
tear apart the fabric of 
society out of frustration 
and hostility." 
"It should be done, I hope, 
by 
e v o l u t i o n 
and 
revolution—revolution 
in 
the sense of speeding things 
up, evolution in the sense of 
being done peacefully," he 
said. “ But as everything has 
been speeded up recently, 
our adjustment is going to 
have to be accelerated to 
the change that has come 
about in our society.

Murder: How to Stop It? 


By TOM TIEDE 
WASHINGTON—!N E A) — 
Two of this year’s 15,500 
murders occurred on a re­ 
cent evening in nearby Fair­ 
fax County, Va. They in­ 
volved a couple with domes­ 
tic problems who were plan­ 
ning to separate. Police say 
they drove to a parking lot 
and, while their c h i l d r e n 
watched from the back seat, 
shot and killed each other. 
Because of the kids, news­ 
papers c a l l e d them “ un­ 
usual" murders. But were 
they really? 
No. 
Except for the principals, 
and the witnesses, the inci­ 
dent was as predictable as 
the F B I estimate of 15,500 
homicides. Like most of the 
federally recorded murders 
in this country, it took place 
on the weekend, at night and 
i n v o l v e d two people who 
knew each other and were 
quarreling. Also like most 
murders, a gun was used, 
and young (21 and 24), mi­ 
nority group (black) individ­ 
uals were involved. 
Finally, like most murders 
it was virtually unprevent- 
able. 
According to studies and 
statistics of criminologists 
and police, h o m i c i d e is 
man’s most c l o s e l y ex­ 
amined but still confounding 
crime. Although it can be 
determined when, where and 
why most murders will be 
committed this year—on Sat­ 
urday night, in urban slums, 
during arguments — enforce­ 
ment agencies are almost 
p o w e r l e s s 
to 
stop 
the 
slaughter. There are seven 
murders per 100,000 people 
today, the total number of 
homicides rises an average 
of 1,000 a year, and the F B I 
says “ circumstances" make 
most of these beyond police 
prevention. 
The circumstances are in 
the statistics. Last year 32.2 
per cent of all murders were 
family affairs. Officials be­ 
lieve that victims and per­ 
petrators were probably ac­ 
quainted in seven of every 
10 homicides. So the crime is 
more or less a private one. 
“ To do any 
good,” 
says 
Washington p o l i c e Lieut. 


Joseph O’Brien, “ we’d have 
to put a cop in every home 
in the country.” 
Thus it is the F B I calls 
murder a social rather than 
a p o l i c e problem. Many 
criminologists agree. Some, 
like Dr. Martin Wolfgang of 
the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, go even further. They 
say homicide is a social dis­ 
grace because it can be 
blamed on man’s failure to 
allow social justice. 
Wolfgang is one of the na­ 
tion's leading authorities on 
murder. And he feels that 
man has created the condi­ 
tions for murder by creating 
a m u r d e r o u s subculture 
whose set of values are built 
around physical aggression. 
He means ghetto minority 
people, for the most part, 
who are raised to believe in 
the survival of the fittest. He 
says they murder and are 
murdered more than any 
other group—in 1969, 62 per 
cent of all homicide arrests 
and 55 per cent of the mur­ 
der victims were Negro. 
Wolfgang calls these peo­ 
ple the citizens of a subcul­ 
ture of violence: 
“ They are surrounded by 
brutality. They are o f t e n 
punished severely as chil­ 
dren; they see their parents 
constantly fighting; they see 
mugging and stealing in the 
street. As a result they come 
to accept and often require 
the use of physical force as 
a problem solver. 
Rather 
than l e a r n to cope with 
something that makes them 
angry, like most people do, 
they strike back blindly. And 
since so many of them carry 
a knife or gun, striking back 
is often fatal." 
This subculture, says Wolf­ 
gang, is nothing new. But it 
poses new threats. He be­ 
lieves society paid little at­ 
tention to it in the past be­ 
cause, deadly as it was, it 
was largely "cordoned off by 
police from us nice folks.’’ 
Now, however, the threat 
is growing. The age composi­ 
tion of the 
subculture is 
changing with the most mur­ 
der-prone age group (15 to 


24) increasing significantly. 
It has grown 36 per cent 


since 1960. New mobility has 
spread the subculture into 
areas i n h a b i t e d by the 
hitherto secure middle class. 
Thus the murder rate and 
public c o n c e r n grow to­ 
gether. 


Dr. Wolfgang b e l i e v e s 
there is no easy answer to 
either the rate or the con­ 
cern. Given the interperson­ 
al, 
heat-of-the-moment na­ 
ture of murder, the common 
controls (more cops, harsh 
punishment) 
are of mini­ 
mum value. 


Some controls will work a 
little. New York City has a 
f a m i l y crisis intervention 
unit which helps some. And 


gun control, says Wolfgang, 
might not keep people from 
m u r d e r attempts, but it 
would force them to use less 
efficient methods. 
But the big solution is the 
most obvious and difficult 
solution: Break up the sub­ 
culture of violence. “ If we’re 
to stop killing each other," 
says Wolfgang, “ we must 
stop the clustering of the 
poor 
and 
minorities 
and 
spread them throughout mid­ 
dle class society.” This won’t 
make murder much more 
preventable, 
he 
concedes, 
but it would provide people 
with something more to live 
for than killing.

xk cup claret or any red 
Bordeaux wine 
Pinch celery salt 
Fresh ground pepper 
Juice of 1 orange 
Rub q u a i l with a cloth 
soaked in brandy and dust 
with flour. Melt half the but­ 
ter in skillet and let it brown. 
Add quail and cover, allow­ 
ing it to cook five minutes 
on each side. In a saucepan, 
melt remaining butter. When 
hot, add mushrooms, saute 
for 8 minutes or until tender.

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Prices of Turkeys 
WiU Hold Steady

Nov. 25, one day before 
Thanksgiving Day, the Na­ 
tional Turkey Federation will 
present President Nixon with 
a fresh-killed turkey. After 
the 
publicity 
photos 
are 
taken, a substitute frozen 
turkey will be sent to the 
White House for actual use 
when needed. 
Americans eat about 8V2 
pounds of turkey a year. This 
is a relatively small amount 
of meat compared to the an­ 
nual consumption of beef, 110 


p o u n d s per person, 66 
pounds of pork and 37 pounds 
of broiler-fryer chickens. 
Except for Thanksgiving, 
and also for Christmas, when 
turkey has to compete in 
popularity with ham, whole 
turkeys are not as much in 
demand as many people be­ 
lieve. This despite their high 
protein value and reasonable 
prices, especially on super­ 
market “specials” through­ 
out the year. Yet the sale of 
turkeys does increase, partly 


because of population growth 
and partly because of newer 
ways of processing them. 
About 85 per cent of whole 
t u r k e y s are sold frozen. 
Around 15 per cent are sold 
fresh killed. He r e t o f o r e , 
fresh t u r k e y s were very 
scarce in many parts of the 
country, even though some 
people preferred them. But 
in the past few years, grow­ 
ers have improved their han­ 
dling methods so that now 
fresh-killed turkeys can be 


packed in ice and shipped 
safely over relatively long 
distances. From North Caro­ 
lina to Boston, for example, 
and from Iowa to New York, 
according to a Washington, 
D.C., spokesman for the Na­ 
tional Turkey Federation. 


Except for Thanksgiving 
dinner, when the lordly bird 
must appear because of our 
nostalgic and traditional cus­ 
tom, the gradual change in 
our life style is altering the 


turkey picture. Convenience 
foods are what most women 
want today. Therefore, of the 
85 per cent of frozen turkeys, 
almost 30 per cent are fur­ 
ther processed into turkey 
roasts, turkey parts, cooked 
ready-to-eat rolls, in turkey 
soups or mixed with vege­ 
tables, etc. These are all con­ 
venience foods, ready to cook 
and serve, or just to eat from 
the p a c k a g e . A few are 
smoked for gourmet tastes. 
Prices around Thanksgiv­ 


ing and the Christmas holi­ 
days will be about the same

Tyndale s mimosa yellow lacquer 
parson’s tnble doubles as a desk 
and play table. 
There are endless ideas that 
can be fun and form a fresh ap­ 
proach to creating a gay and 
pleasant nursery world The key 
word is creative’ integral in the 
world of a child.

The 
personnel department and the civil service commission 
would then draw up the necessary rules and regulations 
for final approval by the supervisors before instituting 
the new system July 1. 1971. 
Presently the county has three personnel systems. 
Besides the sheriff civil service system we have the 
health and welfare group of workers operating undei the 
state merit system and the majority of other employes

under the county merit system. 
It is reasonable to 
expect that the merger of these groups under a single 
system will be a step forward in a more efficient and 
economical operation. 
The County Social Workers Union and the 1,400-

Certainly, during the next eight months all parties 
concerned will be given ample opportunity to study 
discuss and propose the rules required for the more than 
363 job classificications. We are assured that procedures 
will be outlined to insure reasonable job security for 
employes, employment standards and examinations.

advocating continued resistance to 
the French during a period when Ho 
secretly had allied himself with 
Paris «while publicly proclaiming 
unity with the nationalists and war 
against the "foreign colonizer'' 
in 
order to use French arms and 
French 
help 
to 
destroy 
the 
nationalists. 
The 
Communists 
preferred destroying the revolution 
if the revolution would not mean a 
Communist-run government. 


Another son was picked up and 
jailed by the Communists, also 
during the truce. So far as Giai was 
able to find out, he was never 
charged with a crime. But he was 
killed in prison 
A third son disappeared in the 
interior of North Vietnam. Giai, 
after 
persistent 
searching, 
discovered that this son, too, had 
been murdered by the Communists. 
—Giai was mayor of Hanoi when 
the Communists took over after the 
end ot the war with France He saw 
the setting up of the coalition 
government He watched but could 
do nothing as 46 
non-Communist 
deputies in the national coalition 
legislature (all but two of the non- 
Commumsts 
in 
the 
legislature- 
were, one by one, killed or kidnaped 
by Ho's men 
This taught him a 
lesson in what the Communists 
mean by coalition government. Giai 
fled south. 
When one listens to Giai talk in his 
quiet voice, one sees the obvious 
personal modesty and sincerity and 
thinks of the troubles he and others 
who have tried to work with the 
Communists have been through, it is 
difficult to see how the Paris talks 
could reach any agreement which 
has any hope of succeeding. 
For how can these men trust a 
coalition? Or how can other men 
trust a coalition, knowing of these 
experiences? Can one honestly say 
the men in Hanoi have changed? Is 
there evidence of this? And if there 
is no evidence, then how is lasting 
peace to be achieved except by 
helping the South Vietnamese to 
build 
themselves politically and 
economically to a point where the 
war winds down simply because the 
Communists 
do 
not 
have 
the 
strength to force their will? 


JOHNSON CITY, Tenn., - The 
East Tennessee State University 
band plays "Hail to the Chief.'' The 
president of the United States! The 
crowd, close packed on the slopes of 
the administration building, breaks 
into prolonged applause and cheers. 
It 
happens 
that 
we’ve been standing 
for 
two 
hours 
waiting 
for 
Mr. 
Nixon to arrive. He 
is at least an hour 
late. For reasons of 
security the exact 
time of his appear­ 
ance was not an­ 
nounced. 
It 
hap­ 
pens, 
too, 
that 
through no fault of 
the President’s the 
rain 
threatening through the morning 
begins to fall in a cold drizzle. 
Umbrellas come up obscuring the 
figure so small on the platform 
below. 
This is the first time, according to 
the master of ceremonies, that 
a 
President in office has come to East 
Tennessee. He is a magnet, a piece 
of magic, chief of the tribe. Children 
are held high so for a moment they 
can catch a glimpse of the man who 
is President of the United States. 
As he declaims in his vigorous, 
insistent style on crime, violence, 
the bombings, and the defects of the 
91st Congress, we listen respectfully 
«no booing, no chanted obscenities 
here», now and then breaking into 
applause. Whether it is the cold rain 
or the cautious temperament of 
East 
Tennesseeans 
the 
crowd, 
variously estimated at from 40,000 
to 120,000, depending on the politics

is politely 
responsive rather than enthusiastic. 
The question is how much the 
President can do for the candidates 
of his party in a close congressional 
race at the eleventh hour. Going all 
out for Rep. William E. Brock, the 
Republican 
candidate 
for

Senate, he makes him sound like a 
statesman 
for 
the 
ages. 
The 
President tells us that he needs 
statesmen like Brock to put through 
his anti-crime, anti-inflation, and 
welfare programs. 
And 
while 
he 
gives 
Brock's 
Democratic opponent, Sen. Albert 
Gore, the benefit ol the doubt — he 
probably really isn't in favor of 
crime — you just can’t trust the 
Democrats who have been delaying 
and 
chopping 
up 
the 
Nixon 
programs. With one last appeal for 
Brock, Jim m y Quillen, the smiling, 
fat-faced congressman from this 
district, and Winfield Dunn, the 
Republican candidate for governor, 
the President is off, pushing his way 
through an aisle of handshaking 
admirers. He has been with us just 
under an hour. 
Impartial observers believe that 
Gore, the underdog, is overtaking 
Brock. If nothing untoward happens 
between now and Nov. 3, they think 
he may outdistance the aggressive, 
far-to-the-right young congressman. 
Brock is a new type of Republican in 
east Tennessee, a Goldwaterite who 
speaks to the white suburbs. 
But he is not counting on the Nixon 
c o a t t a i l s . 
H is 
t e l e v i s i o n 
mastermind, Harry Treleaven, the 
same Treleaven who masterminded 
the selling of the President on the 
tube in 1968, is launching an attack 
on Gore’s "N o” vote on the prayer 
amendment. Obviously, a man who 
doesn't believe in prayer in the 
public schools is unfit to sit in the 
Senate of the United States. The 
masterminds 
directing 
Brock’s 
campaign 
are 
hitting 
up 
three 
themes 
— campus 
unrest, 
gun 
control and the prayer amendment 
— which have the highest emotional 
content. 
" I just knew that if we could get 
through homecoming we could get 
through this Nixon drill.”

this. We all know what he has in 
mind. East Tennessee State had an 
election a week ago and the student 
body with only about 150 blacks out 
of a total of some 8,000 students 
elected a black homecoming queen, 
Miss Veronica Beidelman, and an 
all-black court of honor. 
Rumors sprang up as one group 
threatened 
demonstrations 
or 
worse. Between clenched fists and 
confederate flags the homecoming 
game would end in a riot. East 
Tennessee is rooted in the past of 
small land holders fiercely opposed 
to the slaveocracy of the deep south 
and long on the purity of the white 
race. 


But everything went swimmingly 
without a single incident. Queen 
Veronica presided with dignity and 
grace. It is possible that the election 
of Queen Veronica, signifying a far- 
reaching change in manners and 
mores, is an event of greater import 
than the election to come on Nov. 3. 
The great man is driving away. In 
the last glimpse of him we have he is 
wedged into an open-top car with 
Brock and Dunn, all of them waving 
furiously. If the President of the 
United States failed to resolve all 
our uncertainties he showed that he 
himself has no doubts whatsoever.
